DETAILED ACTION 


Allowable Subject Matter 


1. Claims 1-7, 10-12, and 16-19 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
the allowability recites at least in part: a support frame having left and right vertically 
extending supports, a plurality of left side rails and a plurality of right side rails on the left 
and right supports, respectively a plurality of chassis removably inserted above one 
another into the frame, each chassis being held by a respective left side rail and a 
respective right side rail or that a plurality of frame thermal components. Insertion and 
removal of the chassis into and out of the frame causing engagement and 
disengagement, respectively, of a respective chassis component with a respective 
frame component.
